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OVERVIEW  OF  THE  CONSUMER  POPULATION  SERVED  BY 
THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICES 


INTRODUCTION 

The  primary  mission  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services  (DSS) 
is  to  protect  children  who  have  been  abused  or  neglected  in  a 
family  setting.  The  agency  seeks  to  ensure  that  each  child  has 
a  safe,  nurturing,  permanent  home.  To  accomplish  this  goal, 
a  range  of  preventive  services  are  provided  to  support  and 
strengthen  families  with  children  at  risk  of  maltreatment. 
These  services  are  provided  either  directly  by  the  DSS  staff 
at  twenty-six  area  offices  or  through  private  providers  from 
whom  the  DSS  purchases  services.  Consumers  may  receive  both 
direct  and  purchased  services  while  living  either  at  home  or 
in  a  substitute-care  placement.  Children  receiving  services 
may  be  under  parental  or  guardian  supervision,  or  may  be  in  the 
care  and  custody  of  the  DSS.

Chapter  II  provides  an  overview  of  the  population  served  by  the 
DSS  in  FY' 93  and  compares  it  to  a  similar  overview  of  the  FY1 92 
consumer  population  as  described  in  last  year's  plan.  We  are 
therefore  able  to  look  at  the  characteristics  of  the  present 
consumer  population  as  well  as  discern  trends  and  changes  which 
have  occurred  over  the  past  year. 
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The  data  in  this  report  were  compiled  from  the  Department  of 
Social  Services'  automated  system,  ASSIST  (Area-based  Social 
Services  Information  System  Technology) . 

ASSIST  is  a  management  information  system  that  is  composed  of 
five  modules: 

o  Consumer  Registration  and  Tracking 

o  Resource  Management 

o  Authorization,  Payment,  and  Accounting  (links  consumer 
registration/tracking  and  resource  management) 

o   Foster  Care  Review 

o   Subsidy  Registration 

The  database  contains  information  dealing  with  consumers/case 
loads,  provider  programs/resources,  authorizations/payments, 
foster-care  reviews,  and  subsidies.   Thja  aggregate  and 
consumer-specific  data  available  from  this  database  via 
reports  and  direct  (on-line)  access  enable  us  to  efficiently 
manage  our  resources  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  clients.

OVERVIEW  OF  THE  CONSUMER  POPULATION  (Cont^d) 


CONSUMERS  AND  FAMILIES  SERVED  BY  DSS  STAFF 

Size  of  Client  Population;   The  DSS  was  providing  services  to 
22,133  families  (cases)  at  the  end  of  June  1993  (see  Table  1) . 
There  were  42 ,  656  children  under  18  years  old  in  the  caseload 
at  that  time.   Compared  to  June  1992,  the  caseload  declined 
2%  (437  less  families)  while  the  number  of  children  rose  1% 
(Table  1) .   Family,  consumer,  and  child  counts  showed  little 
change  from  1992.  This  stabilization  is  attributable  to  the 
leveling-off  in  maltreatment  reports  and  the  drop  in  supported 
investigations.   Child  maltreatment  is  the  driving  force 
behind  the  DSS  caseload. 

The  number  of  children  with  supported  (substantiated)  sexual 
abuse  investigations  declined  by  3%  between  calendar  years 
1991  and  1992  (Table  7B) .  This  decreasL  should  not  be 
interpreted  as  significant  since  some  fluctuation  in  numbers 
is  to  be  expected.  For  all  forms  of  maltreatment,  the  total 
number  of  children  with  supported  investigations  dropped  by  12% 
from  1991  to  1992  (Table  7B) .  From  1990  to  1992,  the  screen- 
in  rate  went  from  70%  to  59%  of  all  reported  children.  Fewer 
screened-in  children  mean  less  investigated  (and  supported) 
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children.   The  reduction  in  the  screen-in  rate  may  be  the 
result  of  more  consistent  application  of  the  DSS  policies  and 
procedures.  It  appears  that  this  reduction  in  children  with 
supported  investigations  is  continuing  in  1993.   There  are  11% 
fewer  children  with  supported  maltreatment  findings  in  the 
first  half  of  1993  compared  to  the  same  period  in  1992. 

Location:   Children  may  receive  services  from  the  DSS  while 
living  either  at  home  or  in  substitute-care  placements.   The 
distribution  of  children  by  location  is  proportionately  similar 
to  that  of  a  year  ago  (Table  2)  .  In  June  1993,  70%  of  children 
under  18  years  old  received  services  while  at  home.   The 
remaining  3  0%  of  the  child  caseload  resided  in  substitute  care. 
Seventy-eight  percent  of  the  placement  children  were  in  foster 
homes,  12%  in  community  residences,  and  11%  in  other  locations. 
The  percentages  show  that,  like  all  prior  years,  most  children 
in  the  DSS  care  and  custody  live  in  a  foster-family  setting. 

A  significant  increase  in  children  at  "other"  locations 
(Table  2)  resulted  from  a  rise  in  pre-adoptive  children 
(Table  8)  .   A  procedural  change  was  responsible  for  this 
increase  in  pre-adoptive  children.   For  monitoring  purposes, 
children  in  the  homes  of  relatives  and  unrelated  foster 
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parents  who  planned  to  adopt  them,  were  re-categorized  as 
being  in  pre-adoptive  homes.   In  the  past,  the  pre-adoptive 
category  was  restricted  to  children  placed  with  recruited 
adoptive  parents. 


Age  of  Individuals  in  Placement;   From  1992  to  1993,  there  was 
a  2%  increase  in  the  number  of  consumers  (includes  individuals 
over  18  years  old)  in  placement  (Table  3) .   Table  3  and 
Figure  1  display  the  age  distribution  of  individuals  in 
placement.   The  1992  and  1993  age  distributions  of  these 
children  were  similar.   The  largest  group  is  comprised  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  eighteen  (37%) . 
However,  this  adolescent  group,  as  a  proportion  of  all 
children  in  placement,  has  been  slowly  declining  as  the  number 
of  younger  children  grows.   Six  years  ago,  the  12-  to  18-year-

old  group  represented  48%  of  the  children  in  placement. 

The  age  distribution  of  children  in  placement  varies  according 
to  the  type  of  placement  (Table  4).   In  1993,  the  proportion 
of  children  under  12  years  old  accounted  for  65%  of  the  foster 
care  population.   In  contrast,  community  residences  have  a 
greater  proportion  of  children  over  12  years  old  (83%) 
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than  does  foster  care  (35%)  .   For  each  age  group,  a  greater 
number  of  children  are  placed  in  foster  homes  than  in 
community  residences  (Table  4) . 

In  June  1993,  58%  of  the  individuals  in  foster  homes  and 
community  residences  were  under  12  years  old  and  37%  were  12 
to  18  years  old  (Table  4) .   The  remaining  5%  of  consumers  in 
placement  were  over  18  years  old,  but  continued  to  need 
placement  services. 

Length  of  Time  in  Placement;   As  of  June  1993,  40%  of  the 
children  in  foster  homes  and  community  residences  had  been  in 
care  for  more  than  two  years  and  39%  for  less  than  one  year 
(Table  5) .   Compared  to  a  year  ago,  the  proportion  of  children 
in  care  for  more  than  two  years  rose  1%  while  those  in  care 
for  less  than  one  year  increased  3%.

Changes  in  Subsidized  Adoptions;   If  a  child  must  be  removed 
from  the  home  and  it  is  subsequently  determined  that  he  or  she 
cannot  be  returned  home,  a  permanent  home  is  sought  for  the 
child.   Adoption  subsidies  are  paid  by  the  DSS  to  adoptive 
parents  with  "special  needs"  children  who  might  otherwise  not 
find  an  adoptive  placement.   These  "special  needs"  include 
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age,  physical  or  emotional  disability,  and  sibling-group  size. 
Subsidies  are  also  available  for  promoting  minority  adoptions. 
There  was  a  10%  increase  in  adoption  subsidies  from  4,015  at 
the  end  of  FY'92  to  4,435  in  FY'93  (Table  6).   The  agency's 
growing  number  of  subsidized  adoptions  is  indicative  of  the 
continuing  success  in  securing  adoption  placements  for 
children  with  "special  needs"  who  might  otherwise  have 
remained  in  substitute  care  on  a  long-term  basis. 

During  FY'92,  599  adoptions  were  finalized  for  children  in 
DSS  care  and  custody,  an  increase  of  1%  from  FY '91.   Eighty- 
five  percent  of  these  adoptions  were  subsidized  by  the  DSS. 
Final  FY'93  adoption  statistics  will  be  available  in  January 
1994.   However,  based  on  currently  available  data,  it  is 
estimated  that  up  to  725  adoptions  were  finalized  in  FY* 93, 
an  increase  of  21%  over  FY'92. 

Profile  of  Children  Abused  and  Neglected;  The  DSS  projections 
for  1993  show  decreases  of:  3%  in  children  reported  and  11% 
in  children  with  a  supported  investigation  (Table  7A) .   For 
the  first  half  of  1993,  45,202  children  were  reported  and 
11,73  6  had  supported  maltreatment  findings  compared  to  46,488 
and  13,139  in  1992. 
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Data  from  Table  7B  show  that  in  1992 ,  the  number  of  children 
with  a  supported  finding  of  sexual  abuse  represented  10%  of 
all  children  with  supported  investigations  of  maltreatment 
statewide.   Among  the  DSS  service  areas,  this  percentage 
varied  from  5%  to  22%.   From  1991  to  1992,  the  number  of 
children  with  supported  findings  of  sexual  abuse  dropped  3% 
(Table  7B) . 

Caseload  Indicators;  Table  8  presents  annual  changes  for  a 
variety  of  indicators  associated  with  the  DSS  caseload.  The 
decline  in  the  values  of  most  of  the  indicators  is  related  to 
the  drop  in  children  with  supported  investigations.  Although 
the  indicator  values  were  lower,  the  relative  proportions  of 
subcategories  did  not  change  significantly  from  1992  to  1993. 
For  example,  during  January- June  of  1992  and  1993,  88%  of  the 
children  with  supported  investigations  of  maltreatment  were 
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receiving  services.   Sixty-seven  percent  of  children  with 
supported  investigations  in  the  first  half  of  1993  received 
services  via  a  case  opening  compared  to  65%  in  1992. 

The  most  significant  change  was  the  increase  in  pre-adoptive 
children  due  to  a  procedural  change  (see  previous  explanation 
in  "Location"  section) . 


CONCLUSIONS 

The  overview  of  the  DSS  consumer  population  at  the  end  of 
FY '93,  and  the  comparison  to  similar  data  from  the  previous 
fiscal  year,  revealed  the  effects  of  various  DSS 
policies/procedures.   Principal  observations  from  this 
analysis  are: 


o  The  majority  of  children  in  the  DSS  caseload  continues  to 
be  those  who  receive  services  while  living  at  home.   This 
observation  underscores  the  Department's  efforts  to 
strengthen  its  supportive,  preventive,  and  reunification 
services  to  children  and  families  at  home. 


o  Children  who  are  over  12  years  old  no  longer  represent  more 
than  half  of  the  children  in  placement.   The  proportion  has 
decreased  over  time  from  slightly  more  than  50%  in  1984  to 
43%  in  1993.   The  DSS  has  been  successfully  implementing 
new  ways  of  giving  these  children  stability  through  legal 
guardianship  programs  or  by  helping  them  to  make  a 
transition  to  independent  living.   Supportive/preventive 
programs  have  been  targeted  to  this  group.   In  FY' 92,  325 
guardianships  were  granted;  this  was  an  increase  of  45%  over 
FY'91  (224  guardianships).

o  Family,  consumer,  and  child  caseload  counts  showed  little 
change  from  1992  to  1993.   The  stabilization  in  the  caseload 
coincided  with  the  leveling-off  in  maltreatment  reports. 
Child  maltreatment  is  the  driving  force  behind  the  DSS 
caseload. 


o  The  number  of  children  under  18  years  old  in  community 
residential  placements  was  similar  to  last  year. 
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o  The  number  of  children  less  then  18  years  old  in  foster  care 
dropped  by  3%  because  of  a  procedural  change.   Children 
living  with  relatives  or  unrelated  foster  parents  who  plan 
to  adopt  them,  are  now  counted  as  pre-adoptive  children 
rather  than  foster  children. 


During  1992,  children  with  investigations  that  resulted  in 
a  supported  finding  of  sexual  abuse  represented  10%  of 
all  supported  investigations  statewide.   The  Department 
will  continue  to  provide  new  and  ongoing  outreach, 
prevention,  and  treatment  services  for  abuse  and  neglect  in 
general  and  sexual  abuse  in  particular. 


The  number  of  children  with  supported  investigations  of 
sexual  abuse  decreased  by  3%  from  1991  to  1992.   Since 
peaking  in  1985  (3,533  children),  the  number  of  sexually 
abused  children  has  ranged  from  2,965  in  1986  to  2,450  in 
1992.   The  Department  continues  to  provide  several  abuse 
treatment  programs  and  to  monitor  and  evaluate  the  use 
and  effectiveness  of  these  contracts  to  ensure  maximum 
availability  of  services  to  sexually  abused  children 
and  their  families.
